Along the great highroad from Canterbury to St 
David's, ata place called “Augustine's Oak" on th 
banks of the Severn, there came in the year 603 ¢c 
delegation from the ancient British church to mee 
Augustine, the first Archbishop of Canterbury. Arme 
with his Roman commission, Augustine wanted c 
liance to Roman rites and authority. 


An old hermit advised the British delegation t 
arrive late deliberately. "If, when you approach, 
he told them, "Augustine rises humblyto greet you. 
hear him. If he does not rise but treats eas con. 
temptuously, he is not from God!" 


The Archbishop did not rise. 


Augustine made three demands. "Tf you will kee 
Easter at its right time, baptize according to th 
Roman custom, and help us convert the Saxons, w 
will patiently bear with your other practises." H¢ 
later added the warning: "Tf you will not accep? 
peace with brethren, you will have to accept wa 
from enemies," 


The answer of the British leaders was decisive: 
"We will never admit the pretended rights of Ronay 
anbition, In the bond of leve and charitywe are al 
subjects of the Church of God; yea, to the Pope o: 
Rome and every true Christiane Neue them forwa 
to be the children of God; but for the submissio: 
of obedience we owe that only to Ged." 


To us today, the points at issue seem more or les 
trivial. No point of doctrine was at stake, simpl> 
matters of organization and rites, But the Britis 
bishops divined what was Augustine's great object 
Rone's "divinely—ordained" supremacy, and this th 
refused to accept. Some sixty years later the sam 
trivialities became the subject of dispute at th 
Synod of Whitby. in 664, but againthe real questio: 
was. that of: submission to Rone. And this time Rom 
won.the day -— with consequences that were to b 
felt for centuries to cone.
